Sift tlsrw piate o! yellow Indian meal, 


aud put one-half iato a pan and sceld 
it. Add a jood piece of batter. Beat 
sis fgKf, 
wkitts and yolks separately. 


The yol&« must ba keatem till they be- 
come rer<r thick nad smooth, and tee 
whites till they arc a stiff frotli that 
sland alone. When the scalded meal is 
cold., mix it into a batter with the 
beaten jolt of egg, the remainder of the 
meal, a siltspoonfal of salt, ana, if ne- 
cessarj, a little water. Th* batter mast 
b? (juitft thick. At the last, stir ia, 
lightly and slowly, the beaten white of 
egg- Grease your mufiu rings,- and set 
them in an ovee of the proper heat; pat 
iu the batter, iouneftiately, as standing 
will injure ic. bend them to table hot; 
pull them open, and eat them with but- 
ter. 


HQE CAKB. 


Boat the white* of three «ggs to a stiff 


froth, nad lift Ifeto a pas a quart of 
wheat Hour, ad,ranf a salUpoonful uf 
salt. Mak« a fee!* ia the middle, aad 
mix ia the wkite of egg so as to form a 
thick batter, and then add two table- 
spoonf nls of the best Xresh yeast. Cover 
it, and let it stand all night. In the 
morning take a koe iron (such as are 
made purposely fer cakes) and prop it 
before the are until it is well heated. 
Then lour a tea sauce and filling it 
with batter, sbaka ft about, and clap it 
to th« hoe (which must be previously 
ercased) an* the batter will adhere till 
it is baked. Kapeat this with each 
cake. K«fp them hot and eat them 
with butter.

PICKLED OYSTERS. 


Lot them be fine and large, and put 


them over a gentle fire, with their 
iicjuor; add a bit of butter; simmer, and 
Ktir. to prevent burning. When plump 
and white, remove the oysters; spread 
them on a thickly folded cloth, on a 
table te cool. Tat* of their liquor half 
enough to cover them, and as much 
good vinegar; make it hot; have ready 
a stoae pot or tureen; put into it a layer 
«f oysters; over them strew a saltspoon- 
ful of ground dace, and a dozen cloves, 
allspice end whole pepper. Then an- 
other layer of cj-sters. and spic». and 
oysters alternately; Uien pour over tbe 
vinegar and juioe. Tney will be fit for 
use the next day, aad will remain good 
for months, in a cold place. They may 
be put in glass jars, or bottles; a little 
sweet o# put in the top of each, and 
stopped aad scaled tight, they will keep 
good for a year. A bit of cotton ap- 
plied to th« top el a bottle, after draw- 
iog the 'cork-, will absorb the oil.

Take a a£xt ef Bulk, 'stir into it four 
cups of Isaiau weal, two cups of suet, 
chopped &&*» o*e ettp ol mola«ses, one 
teaspovnful fl* salt, and a teaspoonfal 
of soda. Tie in a cloth, leaving room to 
swell, or pat it in a pudding-mould. 
Boil it 3 hofTs. 


POTTED MBATS FOK LUNCH. 
Take lean me.at, preferably beef or 
veal, cct ia saiall squares, put ia a ves- 
sel, cover with w»tw, add salt to taste 
and Boil until tenier. fteaseve the meat 
aad place it in an earthen or stone dish 
and season the stecfc, adding a small 
lump of hotter, a stick of cinnamon and 
ft docen peppercorns. Dissolve half a 
box of gelatine is a little cold water, add 
that to the fft**f ingredients and boil 
twenty or thirty minutes. Strain and 
pour ever tke meat, mix well, cover 
with a plate, put en a weight and set 
away. When cetd cut in Slices. 


RHUBARB CHABLOTTK. 
Stew the reqvirec' amount of rhubarb 
with sugar and a flavoring of lemon 
peel. Lrae the bottom of a charlotte 
mould with, bread cut to the exact shape 
and the si*»s with !a<y"s lingers, all 
dipped in melted butter. Fill the centre 
with the stewed rhubarb, which should 
not be very meint, cever and bake for 
an henr. Tarn out and serve with cus- 
tard sauce. 


BEEF. 
To a pound of common salt, put a 
quarter ef an ou»ee of wltpetre, and 
two ouaces ef coarse sngar. Bub three 
pounds «{ Iftan b.eef wjth this, and let it 
remain in -{be brUe fifty hours. Drain 
and dry if; wppor it well with black 
peppsr; put it into a pan; cut half a 
pound ef butter in slices, aad lay 
around it, and bake it v«ry slowly four 
hours «1il a half. Let it get cold, aad 
then cut ol£ th'e »«at, beiag careful to 
separate the stringy pieces from it; 
pouad it in a mortar, working up with 
it four ounces of fresh butter, and 
some of the gravy from the meat when 
baked, seajou?d with allspice, a little 
mace and p££t)er. When the meat has 
been comtfififd with the butter aud 
gravy, until it is worked into an even 
paste, put it into jars, and cover with 
clarified butter. 


POTATp AND MEAT PUFFS. 
Peel aufi boil four good-sized pota- 
toes, mash with a wire masher, salt 
them to taste and add two tablespoon- 
fuls of hot milk and a tablespoonfwl of 
butter. Beat lightly with a fork until 
white and light, add a well-beaten egg, 
and when cold enough to handle, use as 
little flour mixed with a quarter of a 
teaspooaful of baking powder as possible 
to keep from sticking to the fingers. 
Have ready any nicely minced cold meat, 
free from fat. and put enough of it in the 
centre of each potato puff to make a 
croquette, but spread out in patty shape. 
Cook in bailing fat or in a very hot pan 
with just enough fat to keep from 
•ticldus; . 


RACWHJT OF DUCK. 
Partly cook a duck and cut it into 
neat pieces, which must be tossed about 
for five miamaa ia a stewpan in which 
one and a halt ounces of batter have 
been melted. Shake in one ounce of 
flour and fry a pale brown, then add 
tbr«*-qn*rtere ef a pint of stock and 
stir geatiy omtiHt toils. Put te half a 
teaajMMMfcll »t I«H»B juice, two tea- 
spooifofa of currant jetty, three shal- 
lots, a sprig of thyme aad a small piece 
of elate. Let this simmer -very gently 
tor halt an hour, season to taste and 
serve. 


BEEB' OLIVBS. 
Cat mto slices about half an inch ia 
thickness, the underdone part • of cold 
boiled, or roast beef, cut a email onion 
up finely, mis it with some crumbs of 
bread, powdered with pepper and salt, 
aad cover the slices of meat with them, 
then roll, and secure them with a 
skewer; put them into a stewpan, cover 
them with the gravy from the beef 
mixed with water, stew gently; when 
tender they are done enough; serve 
them with beef gravy. 


SHELLS. 


Roll out thin & nice puff paste, cut out 
with a gjass o? biscuit cutter. With a 
smaller glass or cutter take out the cen- 
tres of two «r three of these, lay the 
rings thus made on the third and bake 
immediately. Shells may also be mad» 
by liniag patty-nans with the paste, if 
the pasta is light the sheila will be fiae 
and may be ftSed for tarts or oystur 
patties. Filled with jelly and covered 
with meringue (a taolespoonfol of >-ugar 
to the white of ova egg) amd browned 
IB the oven, they are very nice for tea. 


FONDAC. 


Mix together a quarter of a pint of 


fresh milk, a teacflftful of fine bread- 
crumbs, half a pound of grated cheese, 
a saltspoojiful of dry mustard and cay- 
onne. Melt fa a dish a small piece of 
butter aad to ft add the above ingred- 
ients, stirring constantly, and just be- 
fore serving, stir in two lightly beaten 
eggs. This is one of the most delicious 
chafiag dish compounds. 


BKAflSKD OXTAIL. 


Thoroughly wash the tail and divida 
into foqr in«l» pieces. Melt a piece or 
butter ib a Stefan, and when nearly 
brown, place in it two carrots, peeled ! 
and 
divSfiscl, n turnip and a small 


onion. Aftl a slice of thin bacon and 
tbe meat, and over all pour a tcacnpful 
of stock. Breise -slowly till the meat is 
cooked all t.hrcajrh, which will take 
about four h«*s. 
Place the meat 


pieces on a hot dish, strain and thicken 
the gravy, pour it over the top, garnish 
with chopped parsley or gkerkins and 
serve, 


LENTIL SOUP. 


Soak a pint of lentils over night, and 


in the morning put them oa to boil in 
two qnarts of water. Add two carrots 
aad a tnrnip, sliced, a teaspoeafnl of 
celery seen, herbs, pepaer. salt and 
> 
water and boil until the vegetables are 
tender. Pass them through a sieve, boil 
up one* more and serve with fried crou- 
toni.

OT8TBR PIB~ 


Line a deep pie plate with pie crust; 
fill it with dry pieces of bread, cover it 
over with puff paste; bake it to a light 
brown, either in a quick oven or bako 
pan. Have the oysters stewed by the 
time the crust is done; take off the 
Upper crust; remove the pieces of bread; 
put in th« oysters; season them with 
salt, pepper and butter. A little walnnt 
catsup improves the pie, but is not es- 
aential; cover it with crust. 


PABSLHY CBBAM FOR BOILED 
FISH. 


Melt a piece of butter the size of a 


•walnut and to it add a gill of good sweet 
cream. Season with salt and pepper, 
and just before serviag stir in a tea- 
spoonfnl ot finely minced parsley. If 
cream cannot be obtained, use more 
butter and a little flour. Garnish the 
fish with slices of lemom and sprigs of 
parsley. 


VEGETABLE FIB. 
Put into a stewpan one-half ounce of 
tapioca, a teacnpful of peas, one onion, 
one carrot one turnip, a stick of celery, 
a few mushrooms, one ounce of butter, 
pepper and salt, a good dredging of 
flonr aad a little water. Stew until 
tender, then chop fins, mix well, put 
into a pie dish, cover with a crust and 
bake. 


APPLE SNOW. 


Put some sponge cake in a glass dish 


cover with a good custard and let so.'f> 
for some hours. Meanwhile roast eigh< 
large apples and when they are tonde; 
peel and core them, add the weight o; 
the apple pulp iu sugar, the strained 
juice of a lemon and the whites ot t\vc 
eggs and beat with a whiak until white 
auu lig^t. Tile it oil ,thc spos£,j caLk.a 
and serve. 


FISH SOUP. 


Boil one pound of fish, one onion, a 
•prig of parsley, half a head of celery, 
a clove, a bay leaf, six peppercorns, a 
blade of mace and salt to season in one 
quart of water. When cooked, remove 
the bones from the fish, which Is then 
cut into neat pieces, rctttrn to the stock 
which has been strained and thicken 
with flour.

• W. J. Bryan refused Tuesday to dis- 
cuss Aguinaldo-a oath of allegiance, 
but gave out a. statement on the little 
rebel's capture. He praised Funston 
for his sagacity and bravery and said 
he regarded Aguinaldo as a fit leader 
of his people.

While 
holding that Aguinaldo's capture might 
hasten the end of hostilities, Mr. Bryan 
said:

He 
has been, yelling with the force of a 
pair of Nebraska lungs to that con- 
science on this particular point ever 
sinco Aguhialdo attacked the United 
States on the eve of the ratification of 
the treaty with Sr>ain. 


Mr. Bryan, didn't make much hay, 


nor did. he cut much ice. His failure 
and AguinaJdo's failure are due to the 
same cause essentially. Aguinaldo was 
mainly bent on being emperor of the 
Philippines; Mr. Bryan was mainly 
bent on being president of the United 
States.

' No unprejudiced person can rejoice 
in the ill fortune that has 
befallen 


Gregory & Belanger, but the city will 
en-dorse the action of the court and 
other officers of the law. 


Mr. Gregory of the firm of Gregory 


& Belanger, and Thomas Fitzgerald, 
a bartender, Were accused of selling 
liquor to minors, in violation of the 
law. The case has been prosecuted w'th 
due promptness and as a result the 
accused men, having withdrawn their 
earlier plea of "not guilty" and enter- 
ing a plea of "guilty," have been fined 
?50 each for the offense. Besides, under 
the law, the license of Gregory & Be- 
langer becomes void and Gregory & 
Belanger are debarred from holding a 
license for one year. 


This is a heavy penalty but it must 


be remembered that selling liquor to 
minors is probably the greatest error 
that saloon men can make. By some 
rule the minor must be kept from the 
saloon. 


In justice to the unfortunate firm 


of Gregory & Belanger 
it must be 


noted that there was evidence to show 
that the bartender thought the youths 
to be over 21 years of age and that he 
had their word to that effect. This in- 
dicates that the bartender was using 
reasonable caution. But thelaw does not 
consider this. The 
responsibility of 


determining whether a person who 
asks for drinks is a minor or not Is 
put entirely on the shoulders of the 
nan who sells. If the man who sells 
makes a mistake, no matter how care- 
fully he inquired so as to properly ob- 
serve the law, he is liable to the pen- 
alty. 


This seems unjust and we do not 


hesitate in declaring *t to be unjust. 
The law should make the minor partly 
responsible. 
jSvery 
minor seeking 


liquor knows that he is attempting to 
trap a bartenkler into violation of law 
when he asks that liquor be sold him. 
This should have its penalty. If a 
penalty were laid on the minor as well 
as 'on the liquor seller the offense would 
become less common. 


But as it is, not only is the minor not 


punished for his wrong doing, but often 
times he Is permitted to go unpunished 
for his offense of drunkenness as a re- 
ward for hi* turning to testify against 
tto nun lie Induced or deceived. This 


point should be emphasized arid public 
opinion should demand that if stern, 
strict law be dealt to the saloon-keeper 
or liquor-seller that stern, strict law 
should be applied to all who come un- 
der it Jn such cases 


The liquor-seller is the equal of any 


other man before the law. 


LONDON, CARNBG1B AND COTTAGES 


When Andrew Carnegie offered the 


city of New York a sum 
exceedin-r 


$5,000,000 to build public libraries al- 
most all the newspapers !n the coun- 
try rose up to give the steel king a 
standing vote of thanks for this sam- 
ple of his generosity in disposing of 
the fabulous wealth he had wrung 
from the. people, 
from 
the United 


States government and from his work- 
men. 


The New York Sun was among the 


few that took exceptions. The Sun 
criticised the object of the proffered 
fortune rather than the proffer itself. 
That newspaper held that Carnegie 
had better offer to build homes for the 
poorly housed people than 
offer 
to 


build libraries for them. The Sun edi- 
torial brought the paper more commen- 
dation xhan we have observed 
any 


other utterance lately receiving. Not 
only were the readers of the Sun in 
harmony with the opinion of their 
paper on this point, but the head of 
the charities organization of England 
was of like mind and did not hesitate 
to express a siml' r opinion. In view of 
these facts it is most interesting to 
note—taken in connection with munic- 
ipal ownership in the United States— 
that the London county council is tali- 
ing upon itself a. new and heavy respon 
sibility. This responsibility is nothing 
less than providing model homes for 
workingmen at public risk and under 
public supervision. A news despatch 
gives the plan as follows: 


"The London county council has de- 


cided to buy 225 acres of land on which 
to build workmen's houses to accom- 
modate 42,000 persons. The cost will be 
£1,500,000 ($7,500,000.) 


"The houses will be erected in Tot- 


tenham, a northeastern suburb of Lon- 
don, where considerable building land 
is available. It is proposed to erect 5,779 
cottages, accommodating 
42,500 per- 


sons. The rents will range from six 
shillings a week for a cottage of three 
rooms and kitchen to half a guinea, for 
five rooms and kitchen. Workmen can 
obtain railway tickets in this district 
at one-fourth ordinary fares. 


"The1 scheme does not involve a re- 


moval of the London slums. It onlv 
touches the slum problem indirectly, 
but the tenants of the slums will suc- 
ceed to the tenants vacated by t.iose 
who occupy the new cottages. The rilan 
once started will be self-supporting, 
and will probably pay a small 
divi- 


dend." 


This means J6 a month for a four- 


room tenement, to $8.50 a month for a 
syx-Jioom tenement, which does not 
appear excessive to Americans, but if 
certainly all that a British working- 
man can afford. 


Carnegie's offer to New York would 


have done as much for that city as 
this movement will do for London if it 
had taken the cottage instead of the 
library form.

Sixteen years ago he made an attempt 
to get into West Point in order to get 
a substantial start toward army rank, 
but failed. A little thing like that did 
not discourage him, and now he has 
got there, not just the same as if he 
had gone to West Point sixteen years 
ago, but about the same if he had been 
able to enter forty years ago.—Haver- 
hill Gazette.

This does 
not derogate from the usefulness of 
West Point to the nlatlon, but it shows 
that an important competition in the 
military service to those graduated 
there has arisen and that it is having 
its innings at the present time.—Bos- 
ton) Herald.

GALVESTON RECOVERING. 


C. M. W*lt*oB Talks About tbe Cota»- 


tropbe—DttcineBii !• Not Affected. 
"Any one wbo has never been in 


Galve8ton and goes tliere now would 
uever know there had been a storm," 
said C. M. Walstou to a Kansas City 
Journal man. 
• "Business has cot been very much 
Impaired, and, while'"Many people left 
Galveston on the beta, C? the tornado, 
a great many have come back, and 
among tnect are many new faces. As 
for the number of deaths In the tor- 
nado, that will never be known to a 
certainty. I believe it was between 
10,000 and 12,000, but so many families 
were always coming and going: on the 
gulf steamers that even the census 
taken immediately after the catastro- 
phe could aot be relied on. Work on 
the sea wall Is progressing rapidly, and 
when completed it will be a bulwark 
of safety. 


"Two thickly residenced blocks on 


the south side of the island were com- 
pletely washed away by the storm, and 
the fort at the west end of the island 
is now at the water's edge, whereas 
formerly it was- a bleck and a half dis- 
«tant. .During the great ^ferm toe 
average depth of water on Galveston 
island was ten feet." 


Mr. Walston said the people of Gal- 


veston at the beginning of the storm 
did not think much of the water rlsiag, 
because only two months previously 
there had been a terriflc rainstorm, and 
the water was three feet deep all over 
the city. He said the enormous dam- 
age to property was on account of the 
high wind, asiatng in the northeast and 
blowing the water up the streets, then 
veering to the southeast with like re- 
sults, so that when the two cm-rents 
met in the center of the c.lty they form- 
ed a distinctive tidal wave, which, re- 
ceding, carried everything away with 
it 


PHILIPPINE HARBORS. 


Fine tot of Cbarti of Tbejn Will Be 


Made by tbe End of 10O1. 


Our coast and geodetic survey has 


made plans for charting the harbors 
and coast of the" Philippine Islands. 
Awhile ago the survey established an 
office at Manila, in charge of Mr. G. E. 
Putnam, who is now engaged with a 
number of assistants preparing for the 
surveys of the season. It is espected 
that active work will soon begin and 
that sufficient data will be collected 
before the close of the year to make It 
practicable to publish charts of all the 
larger harbors among the islands. 


The work, however, will not be con- 


fined to the roost important ports, but 
many of the rnJnor harbors that serve 
as points of distribution for the inter- 
island trade will also be charted, says 
the New Yorls Sun. There !a at present 
little map material that is of any serv- 
ice in the navigation of these minor 
ports, though they play an important 
part in the commerce of the Philip- 
pines. In the absence of railreads and 
good highways these little ports are 
the collecting points for th« products 
of all the surrounding country, which 
small vessels carry to the larger ports 
for shipment to foreign purchasers. 


A considerable number of the small 


harbors, for example, are known as 
"the hemp ports," because they are the 
collecting and shipping points for this 
unique article of Philippine commerce. 
As approaches to these harbors arc lit- 
tle known the work of the coast and 
geodetic survey will be of great useful- 
ness to navigation and commerce. It 
will also supply important informa- 
tion needed for our better acquaint- 
ance with the geography of our new 
possessions in the orient.

Of course 
having bravely served in Co. A Tenth 
regiment, no one had any remarks to 
make, but many still remember the 
very eccentric happening.

Owners of Property on Dean Street 


Want Sidewalks—May Petition 


Coutfty Commissioners. 


A petition has been circulated on 


Dean street asking the selectmen to 
ividen Dean street and put in side- 
walks on either side ot the street where 
t opens into Center street. The peti- 
tion is being signed by the business 
men and residents of the street and 
when a fe\v more names are added will 
go to the selectmen. 


It is a legal petition! and asks that the

1895

jed along until they are tired of wait- 
ng for the work to be donte and after 
petitioning the selectmen, «* that board 
does not act Immediately, a petition 
will be sent to the county commission- 
ers and ask them to com* here and lay 
out the street as formerly accepted. 


If the petition is granted It means 


the closing up of the side entrance to 
D. R. Smith's baspment store, now oc- 
cupied by Pickett & Gage, undertak- 
ers, and the side entrance to the base 
merJt store of the First national bank, 
occupied by Curran & Powers, bicycle 
agents. 


The owners V>f these two buildings 


will no doubt object and claim damages 
if the work is pushed. The petitionera 
however say all objections will be of 
no avail now, as they should have been 
put in withiri a year from the time of 
the acceptance of the plan, of the street. 
They furthermore say that these side 
entrances must be closed and side- 
walks placed therein. 


This forced action may give the pe- 


titioners iust what they want 
and 


what they claim is due them and it

Court 


Calls it a "Harsh Law Abtui a 
Harsh Business." Firm Prohib- 
ited frem Business for a Year 


-JDem's Gregory and Thomas Fitzgrerald 
his bartender, were this morning fl.ied 
$50 each for selling: liquor to minors. 
In addition to this, Gregory & Belan- 
ger forfeit their saloon license and are 
barred from «ecurlng a license for one 
year. 


The circumstances of the case have 


been described before. Two young men, 
Michael Peters and 
Oscar 
Preston, 


•were arrested charged with drunken- 
ness and said that they got their liquor 
at Gregory & Belanger's. The members 
of the firm were thereupon brought in- 
to court for illegal selling and later 
Fitzgerald, the bartender who made 
the sales, wag brought in. 


The first complaints brought were de 


fetcive, so others had to be made out. 
and this morning Gregory and Fitzger- 
ald retracted their pleas of not guilty 
and pleaded guilty. Mr. Belanger was 
found not guilty and discharged. 


Lawyers Thayer and Magenis ap- 


peared for the defendants. Lawyer Ma- 
genis stated the case for the defense. 
Fitzgerald sold beer to Peters believ- 
ing he was 21 years of age, and if tes- 
timony had been taken he would have 
testified that the young men said they 
were over 21. Fitzgerald was therefore 
innocent of any 
intentional wrong- 


doing and the lightest penatly under 
the law was asked 


In the case of Gregory, he pleaded 


guilty because he was present in the 
saloon at the time sale was rcacle, 
which technically makes the proprietor 
guilty of any infraction of the law by 
the employe. Mr. Magenis made 
a 


strong plea to have the case filed away, 
in view of the fact, that the license will 
be forfeited, causing a money loss of 
nearly a twelfth of the license fee of 
$2000, besides preventing him from en- 
gaging in the business for another year 


City Sollctior Ashe 
spoke for 
the 


commonwea,tlh saying that while the 
license laws, especially in this rest>ect, 
seemed harsh, still they were 
laws 


which should be observed. The com- 
monwealth did not ask for anything - 
more than a minimum penalty. 


In summing up the case, the court 


spoke on the license laws 
at 
some 


length. He said that while they might 
seem harsh, they were dealing with a 
harsh subject, and every K<J!<5er of a 
license knew when he applied for " it 
what the laws were and that they must 
be lived up to. .The judge thought the 
law in regard to selling to minors the 
most important in connection with the 
liquor business, and one whose strict 
observance should be insisted upon. 


There was a long conference be- 


tween the court and the lawyers dur- 
ing which it was "Drought out emphat- 
ically that neither Gregory nor 
Be- 


lafiger could apply for a license thfe 
year, and that their saloon was closed 
permanently, the license being for- 
feited without any action on the part 
of the license commissioners. 


The court then imposed sentences as 


.reported above 'and the other com- 
plaints in the cases will be nol pressed 
on the filing of the required affidavit 
which is necessary in all liquor cases. 
The cases against Peters and Preston 
were filed away.

Legislature Yesterday 


Ini the legislature yesterday the cora- 


mittee on cities reported, with five dis- 
senters, against the plan of pension- 
ing policemen, in all cities but Bos- 
ton, 
who have reached the age of CO 


years, after 25 years cf contiguous ser- 
vice. 


The house killed the bill for manual 


training m cities and towns with from 
10,000 to 20,000 people. 


The house strengthened the senate 


bill to pun.sh kidnapping so that the 
penalty may be life imprisonment or 
less. 


The semicolon bill was assigned by 


the s-enate to next Wednesday. 


The house passed to be engrossed 


without debate, the bill 
to 
prtrride 


that police officers below the grade of 
captaan inl cities shall have one day off 
in evpry 37, w'thout loss of pay. 


The committee on to\vns reported a 


bill providing that towns may choose 
clerks for three years, such clerk to be 
also clerk of the selectmen, clerk of the 
assessors and clerk of such other 
boards and departments as the town 
may determine, and he shall also act as 
treasurer and collector of taxes, unless 
other persons are specially chosen to 
the latter offices. This law is to be ac- 
cepted by towns, and may be revoked 
by them at any time. 


Without debate the house bill for a 


statue on the state-house grounds to 
the late 
Maj-Gen. William Francis 


Bartlett was ordered to a third read- 
inlg in the senate. 


Mr. Osgood of Hopedale moved to 


amend the bill to extend the system of 
manual training in public schools so 
that it should be permissive instead of 
mandatory. He argued that it would 
be a hardship to compel cities and 
towns to maintain a manual training 
system. After debate the amendment 
was adopted by a large majority and 
the bill was refused engrossment by a 
close but uncounted vote. 


Without any debate the house has 


rejected, by 44 yeas to 64 nays, on pass 
ing to be engrossed, the bill to make 
stricter the laws relating to vaccina- 
tion of children attending the aubhc 
schools. 


The judiciary committee has report- 


ed a bill to provided that persons who 
refrain from secular busmess and la- 
bor on the seventh clay of the week 
may perform, certain secular business 
and labor on the Lord's da.y. The new 
part of the Sunday law proposed by 
the bill reads as follows: 


Wliosver 
conscientiously 
believes 


that the seventh day of the week ought 
to be observed as the Sabbath, and ac- 
tually refrains from secular business 
and labor on that day, or during the 
period from sundown on Friday night 
tr> sundown on Saturday night, shall 
not be liable to the penalties of this 
section for performing secular 
busi- 


ness and labor or for keeping open 
shop, warehouse 
or workhouse 
for 


such purpose on the Lord's day, if he 
disturbs no other person. 


The committee on federal relations
